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“I Cannot Rest Happy”

CANNOT rest happy while my blind 
fellows are lonely and unhelped, standing 
This fine senti- 
Ment gains in force, when one knows that Miss 
Helen Keller uttered it. It gains still more 
when one knows of her generous and success- 
ful activities for the blind, by her country-wide 
travels. What a challenge in such a spirit and 
service! Is it not marvelous that one with life- 
long blindness and deafness—never having seen 
a friend or a flower, nor heard a word or a 
bird—has raised a quarter of a million dollars 
to mutigate the handicap of 
blindness for others! 

The American Bible Society 
has had the privilege of another 
year of service to the blind—the 
ninety-second consecutive year 
of such service—because of gen- 
erous gifts from many who do 
sympathize with the blind, and 
especially desire them to have 
the Bible. Of it, Helen Keller 
voiced the thought of multitudes 
of the blind also, when she said, 
“The Bible is the Book of all 
books I love.” 

' During 1927 the Society was 

‘able to supply 2,112 em- 
bossed volumes of the Scrip- 
ture; 1,155 in Revised Braille, 
357 in Moon, 356 in New York 
Point, 142 in American Braille, 
78 in Line Letter, 20 in English Braille, and 4 
in French Braille. 

This was a very real service, involving as 
it did an expense of $8,600. The blind have 
greatly appreciated it. But, relatively, it is not 
so large. The volumes are bulky, averaging 
over one foot square and three inches thick. 
Some contain only a single Gospel, and none 
contains more than three Books of the Bible. 
So these 2,112 volumes were really the equiva- 
lent of only 100 embossed Bibles; and these 
were distributed among over 600 individuals, 
and among libraries serving at least 600 more. 

Again, the blind and their friends paid 
$1,400 for the books obtained in 1927. Some 
quick calculator may say that the blind thus

paid only 17 percent of the cost ($8,600) of 
the 2,112 volumes supplied them. But to leave 
it at that would not be just. For the $1,400 
the blind paid, they received only the equiva- 
lent of 100 Bibles. Sighted persons could buy 
2,222 excellent printed Bibles for this $1,400; 
or 14,000 Testaments; or 140,000 portions, 
such as a Gospel or several Epistles. 

And once again: it should be known that 
the need for the Scriptures, felt and expressed 
by the blind during 1927, has not been fully 
met. The reasons are two: the financial limi- 
tation on the Society, and that 
on the blind. 

The heavy cost of these vol- 
umes and the necessity on the 
Society to keep within its bud- 
get, led the Board to limit the 
number of volumes any blind 
person could have in a year, to 
a maximum of six as a donation, 
or twelve at the special dollar-a- 
volume price, at which they are 
sold to bring them nearer the 
price of ordinary books and the 
ability of the blind. In this way, 
instead of some getting all the 
books, all got some. 

Even under this limitation, 
the demand for these books was 
so great that three-quarters of 
the appropriation for the year 
was exhausted by July, and a 
further limitation had to be made the last 
six months. Take a single illustration of 
the resultant disappointment. One wrote, 
“My age is continually piling up, and I 
figure that I will be seventy-nine years old— 
seven years more—before I am in possession 
of the complete Bible. I wish it were other- 
wise, because very often I desire to look up 
something in one of the books of the Bible 
which I do not now own. It is a real hardship 
and deprivation. I ever keep some of the books 
of my Moon Bible near my bedside, so that 
‘oft in the stilly night’ I just reach for a vol- 
ume and peruse it until wakefulness has van- 
ished and I fall asleep.” He has been given 
18 volumes of the 58 ina Moon Bible. A single 
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Bible in Moon costs $250. 

Turn a moment to the second 
reason that the felt and ex- 
pressed need has not been fully 
met. Many blind are not able 
to pay $21 for a Bible, nor even 
the dollar for a single volume. 
But they dislike any appearance 
of being objects of charity. We 
frequently learn of those who 
have been trying for years to 
accumulate enough money to 
purchase the Bible in whole or 


in part. One illustration from 
many. Recently, a letter came 
from a blind man in North 


Carolina, who seems to have 
had the experience of the im- 
potent man at the Pool of 
Bethesda. ‘For several years,” 
he wrote, “I have tried in vain 
to get a Bible. I knew I could 
not afford to pay $70 for one in Braille, or $40 
for one in New York Point. Almost every time 
I read a notice of one to be sold at secondhand, 
or to be passed on to any desiring it, I tried for 
it. But always my letter was too late. I do not 
want one for nothing, because I can pay a rea- 
sonable price ; but not the full cost price.” Some 
volumes have been sent him. 

Perhaps it is not widely realized how many 
of the blind are marvels of independence and 
achievement. Here, again, one illustration. _ In 
December, a stalwart, prosperous-looking busi- 
ness man called at the Bible House. His alert, 
easy manner gave no suggestion of blindness; 
nor did his cheery voice of greeting. It was re- 
vealed only by the presence of a companion. 
He came to pur- 
chase an emboss- 
ed Bible. Grad- 
ually his story

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was elicited. He had lost his 
sight a brief five years before. 
When recovered from the ter- 
rible shock and first despair, and 
inquiry discovered the fact that 
the only occupations with which 
the blind were being equipped 
in New York City were such as 
broom or mat making, and sim- 
ilar manual means to a scanty 
livelihood, he resolved to strike 
out on new lines. Ultimately, 
he persuaded an insurance off- 
cial to give him a trial as a sales- 
man. Since then he not only 
has made a success himself, but 
has placed one hundred other 
blind men in the same business. 
Last year, he and four others 
netted between them $54,000. 

Blindness is mno_ respecter 
of persons, as our files show. 
It befalls children in their youth, young 
people approaching the opportunities of ma- 
turity, those who have entered into the re- 
sponsibilities and privileges of family life, arti- 
sans and mechanics caught by some accident or 
incident of their occupations, those who have 
brought blindness to themselves through wasted 
lives, and those who have lived lives of high 
purpose and obtained positions of large useful- 
ness—doctors, lawyers, evangelists and min- 
isters. The number of blind Christian work- 
ers is notable. The affliction of blindness leads 
many to a deep spiritual experience and to the 
Christian ministry, or mission work. 

“One touch of nature makes the whole world 
kin.” The thought of what may befall any 
one of us nat- 
urally and 
happily stimu- 
lates a practi- 
cal sympathy, 
which helps to 
finance this 
gracious 
work.

-a gift comes from those whose eyesight is fail- 

ing, and many another is in memory of loved 
ones who have been blind. The possibility of 
blindness is a sobering thought. 

_ And there is another thought that should, 
and does, stimulate the supply of Scriptures 
to the blind. They, young and old, all need 
spiritual help. Children as well as old people, 
youths as well as those in middle life, long for, 
and need, the comfort, inspiration, and instruc- 
tion of the Scriptures. One young lad wrote, 
“It is so hard to be a Christian.” It still is 
true that, aside from the volumes of the Scrip- 
ture, there is practically no evangelical re- 
ligious literature available for the blind. No 
Life of Christ, no Bible dictionary, no Con- 
cordance, no Commentaries; and no library,

It is, therefore, with special pleasure that 
one may report a moderately increased appro- 
priation for the work among the blind in 1928. 
The Committees and Board of the American 
Bible Society, recognizing the need, approved a 
larger appropriation to make possible a some- 
what more adequate work among the blind, 
both in the number of individuals served, and 
in the proportion of the Bible supplied to 
each. This has been done in the confident ex- 
pectation that, when the facts are known, be- 
levers in the Bible will send the funds needed 
to supply it to the blind. If this is not done, 
others beside Miss Keller “cannot rest happy.”

Tue issues of Scriptures from the Bible 
House at New York in December reached the 
huge total of 1,065,703 Bibles, Testaments and 
portions. 


Our depository reports an increased call of 
more than one hundred per cent for copies of 
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the Scriptures as Christmas gifts in December. 
The greatest demand was for English Bibles. 
Italian Scriptures came next, with Norwegian 
a close third. Christmas orders were filled for 
Scriptures in Arabic, Chinese, Czechoslovakian, 
Finnish, French, German, Greek, Hebrew, 
Hungarian, Lithuanian, Polish, Portuguese, 
Spanish, Swedish, and Yiddish. 


Tue Commission of Evangelism and De- 
votional Life is supplying a brochure for use 
in Lent, entitled “The Fellowship of Prayer, 
1928,” and especially emphasizing “The Fruits 
of Religion.” It has been prepared by Jay T. 
Stocking, and gives a topic for each day with 
appropriate Scripture, some comments thereon, 
and a brief prayer. 


Tue death of Mrs. Law, the widow oi the 
Rev. Dr. T. H. Law, brings up links. with the 
past. Dr. Law was for many years an agent 
of the American Bible Society in the South 
and later became the stated clerk of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States, in which position he con- 
tinued to render loyal service to the great work 
of the American Bible Society. Mrs. Law was 
an able and cordial colleague in all his work. 
The Presbyterian of the South speaks of her 
as “one of the best known and most honored 
women of the Church.” 


TuHeE Scriptural promise of blessing on the 
children, and the-influence of example are both 
illustrated by a message from Mrs. William 
J. Peck. Her husband was for many years not 
only active in, but very much the life of, the 
Bible work in his section of Long Island, he 
being the recording and corresponding secre- 
tary of the Long Island Bible Society, as well 
as a Life Member of the American Bible So- 
ciety. She writes that their son and his wife, 
who have been in Guatemala as missionaries, 
are now spending their furlough in equipping 
themselves better to give the Mam Indians a 
written language, and the Scriptures in their 
language. “As this language has never before 
been put into writing, it will be the first Bible 
translation for these people.” Assurance has 
been given that the American Bible Society 
will gladly cooperate in this work. 


THe public press reported in January that 
thousands of volumes in the circulating 
branches of the New York Public Library 
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are about to shed their time-honored dull cov- 
ers and blossom out in bright new bindings, as 
the result of experiments which show that books 
in bright covers are taken out much more rap- 
idly than those in dull covers. Our manufac- 
turing department has been ahead of the public 
libraries in this matter by many months. Por- 
tions of the Scripture have been issued in vari- 
ous colors, and more recently these covers have 
been carrying attractive scenes from the Holy 
Land in gold and reds and blues and greens. 
The marvel of it is that the portions, with these 
striking pictures, are still sold at one cent. 


From our China Agency comes this extract 
(translated) from a Hankow Chinese news- 
paper. It indicates that “business is going on 
as usual” in that somewhat troubled center, 
and also that the Chinese themselves find in- 
terest in the activities of the representative of 
the American Bible Society: 


Pastor Lin Tien Ho, Field Secretary of the 
American Bible Society, is at Hankow. The head” 
office of that Society, with the urgent importance of 
its work in Central China in view, specially invited 
Pastor Lin to go to Hankow, asking him to consoli- 
date its work here. Mr. Lin arrived here a few days 
ago. He made some visits to the various local Chris- 
tian institutions and preached there. On the 30th of 
last month he led the Sunday service of the St. Joh 
Church at Chunglu. In the same afternoon he de- 
livered an address on the “Wonders of the Bible” at_ 
Hwaleungtang Church. The audience was very 
numerous. It was understood that he is to preach 
and speak on the American Bible Society work sev: 
eral times in this week.

ness of the people, and she noticed that this 
pure Anglo-Saxon stock had not marched with 
the times. A closer acquaintance revealed that 
they looked upon the learning of the alphabet 
and reading the printed page as possible only 
under the dispensation of God. 

After visiting with the kindly and lovable 
mountain folk, and realizing their great need, 
a conviction came to her that here was her field 
of labor. So, for six years now, she and her 
colaborers have been working there in the night 
schools for the adult illiterates, Over 4,000 
have been taught the elements of education. 

The Bible, furnished by the American Bible 
Society, is used constantly as a textbook. As 
the stories in the regular readers are not pre- 
pared for adult minds, a special reader is 
being prepared now which will meet this re- 
quirement. The average age of the pupils is 
fifty, though there are many much older. 
“Seventy-five years young,” one old lady said, 
with thanks for her big-print Testament. 

There is a special class for mothers. One 
woman thirty-five years of age held a two- 
year-old child in her lap as she wrote her exer- 
cises. The child marked all over her paper, 


but the mother was intent on finishing her 
copy: she was working for a prize, a Bible. 
Another woman said that, before she could 
read, the most trying time of the day was aiter 
supper, when her husband took his paper up 
to read, and the children went to their studies, 
and all she could do was to “‘set.” Now, she 
says, “I can read with the rest of the family, 
and ain’t I a happy woman! Even the young 
‘uns have more respect for me.” One woman 
of seventy came to the night school, that she 
might be able to write to her scattered children. 

An undemonstrative little woman had learned 
to read the Sermon on the Mount. As she read 
the last words tears rolled down her cheeks. 
She said, “All my life I have prayed and 
prayed that I could read just one verse in the 
Bible; but I never thought it could happen 
short of a miracle. And now I have read a 
whole chapter. Maybe it was a miracle.” 

A man twenty-five years old stood before a 
thousand people. He had never spoken in 
public before. ‘‘My friends,” he said, “you 
have always had learning. You can’t even 
guess what it meant to me, when last fall I 
learned to write my name. I said with all my 
heart, | thank God I will never have to ask 
another man to do that for me. Now I can 
write my own letters, and have my own family 
altar. I reckon you, maybe, can sorter guess 
what that means to a fellow’s self-respect.”

Rs ip on the side of the Lebanon Moun- 
tain in Syria is the village of Ghazir. 
From the windows of its homes one may have 
a wonderful view of the Mediterranean. But 
there is one great house, an ancient monastery, 
from which those who inhabit it never look out 
of the windows to enjoy the beauty of the blue 
sea or the marvelous red and purple and gold 
sunsets. It is the Near East Relief Home for 
Armenian boys and girls who are blind. 

The Bible is the only printed book which 
these Armenian blind children have to read. 
The Gospels and some other Scripture portions 
are printed in Braille for Armenian readers by 
the American Bible Society. These portions 
are limited in number and have been read over 
and over by the children until their chapters 
have been committed to memory. It is inter- 
esting to note how largely these Scriptures in- 
fluence the vocabulary of these blind children. 
One who understands their language is always 
struck with the biblical expressions used. 

Among the older children who have learned 
to write the thirty-eight letters of the Armenian 
alphabet with the six points of Braille, there 
are some who could easily put into writing 
additional Scripture portions which have never 
been put into language these blind young people 
can read. It costs about six francs to produce 
such a book of thirty pages. Moreover, these 
books for the blind are not very durable, since 


the pressure of the fingers in reading cause the 
raised points on the paper to become flat. A 
few scholarships at $100 a year, or even par- 
tial scholarships, would make it possible for 
them to use their time in this way. At present 
all the boys and girls in the Home (except the 
children in the primary department) contribute 
somewhat to their own support through their 
needlework, weaving, brushmaking, etc. 

The work of copying the Scriptures in 
Braille cannot be done rapidly. For example, 
the Sermon on the Mount requires thirty pages 
of writing, and at the rate at which the most 
rapid writer is able to write the Armenian 
Braille, this would require about three days. 

According to the census recently taken by 
the Syrian Government, there are four thou- 
sand blind people in that land. Of this number 
probably five hundred are Armenians, and the 
school at Ghazir is the only center from which 
any work for the Armenian blind is being done. 
Those outside of the school at Ghazir are mostly 
in the refugee camps. The teachers sometimes 
visit these elderly blind people. One such 
woman sits in a corner of the refugee camp 
at Beirut and spends her time in knitting. She 
has been given Bible portions at different times 
and the teachers from the Ghazir school never 
talk with her without her making a pitiful re- 
quest for more such portions. One of the 
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blind boys in the school is a Turk who has 
become a Christian and has begged to remain 
with the Armenians. He has a strong wish 


The Churches and U 


VERY year sees an advance in the em- 
phasis placed upon Bible Sunday and in 
the number of churches which observe the day. 
It was evident early in the year that there 
would be a very deep interest this year. The 
subject itself prophesied that fact, and the 
character of the helps that were provided con- 
firmed the feeling that we would see the most 
widespread and meaningful celebration of the 
day. Our expectation has been more than justi- 
fied by the participation on the part of the 
churches, and by the testimonies that have come. 
The brochure entitled “The Bible and the 
Home,” which was written by Mr. Williard 
Price, was very greatly appreciated, and most 
commendatory words have come from many 
people concerning it. Many pastors wished to 
distribute copies of it through their congrega- 
tions, although the primary purpose of the 
brochure is to furnish material for the pastors 
in preparation for the day. <A reprint was 
necessary, making 85,000 copies in all. 

The poster was displayed in libraries in vari- 
ous parts of the country, and also in the head- 
quarters of the federation of churches in many 
cities. Requests for literature from deaf-mute 
congregations and for leaflets in Spanish were 
received. Some pastors wished to distribute 
the brochure in their men’s classes, and several 
librarians wished from fifty or more copies for 
serious students who use the library. 

According to the denominations named on 
letters and post cards received, forty-seven dif- 
ferent denominations were represented in Bible 
Sunday observance. The day was observed 
aboard the U. S. S. Idaho, and literature was 
distributed, some of this being Gospels of John 
which had been supplied by the American Bible 
Society. 

The Rev. William A. Freemantle, D.D., sec- 
retary of the General Council of the Reformed 
Episcopal Church, wrote for ten copies of the 
Bible Sunday brochure, to be used in the form 
of a forum to be conducted by the young people. 

The interest of denominational weekly and 
monthly papers has been marked also, several 
of them running special numbers in which 
Bible Sunday material occupied prominent 
space. Many calls for cuts of the poster and 
other pictures of the work of the Society have 
been received. The amount of information, 
therefore, that has been carried concerning the 
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to become an evangelist. In another year he 
will have finished this school, and will be ready 
to study further if the way is open for him.

niversal Bible Sunday 


Bible and the work of the Bible Society in 
connection with the observance of the Bible day 
has been very great. There is no way of know- 
ing just how widespread this has been; but the 
many clippings that have come to headquarters 
from religious and secular papers and from 
local church calendars indicate the largest inter- 
est yet noted in the observance of the day.* 

The Christian Intelligencer of the Reformed. 
Church in America had a very strong editorial 
in its issue of November 23, entitled “A Candid 
View of Bible Sunday.’”’ Some sections of that 
editorial are reproduced: 


There was a time, a century or more ago, when the 
thought of printing the Scriptures in great editions, 
cheap enough to be sold for a trifle, or even given 
away, impressed itself upon the hearts of the American 
people, and expressed itself by the funds which started 
the Society on its long career. With the belief that 
the Bible, in the language of any people, would serve 
to bring that people to a knowledge of God and Christ, 
a great work of translation was initiated, which today 
can show mighty results in many lands. Who can 
tell what this distribution of vernacular Bibles has 
done for the progress of civilization as well as the 
spread of Christianity. Candidly, do we believe. that 
it is worth while to continue this method of spread- 
ing the good news of Jesus? 

There was a time when few families possessed 
more than one copy of the Scriptures. It was the 
ambition of every God-fearing family to possess what 
has come to be known as the Family Bible. It was 
a costly volume, and by reason of its cost it was 
cared for with much solicitude. A special table or 
stand was reserved for it, in the best room of the 
home, and there it was read with all the wonder of a 
revelation from God. Candidly, how many families 
still give the Bible such a place of honor? 

Then came the period when the improvement in 
manufacturing type made it possible to cut smaller 
sizes, and the era of individual Bibles came in. From 
the extremely large volumes the change went until 
the fashion became prevalent to own and try to read 
Bibles printed with extremely small type. The pride 
in owning a personal copy of the Bible was great 
enough to permit the ignoring of the difficulty of read- 
ing it. And it was a distinct advance in the influence 
of the Bible for so many people to have copies they 
could claim as their own. Candidly how many who 


read ‘this have personal copies that they use regularly 
now? 


“The group of Christian Advocates carried a splendid article 
on ‘Using the Bible in the Home” by Dr. Henry L. Lambdin, 
pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church of Summit, New 
Jersey, in their issue of December 1, in connection with 
which an editorial reference emphasized the observance of 
the day. Dr. Walter L, Lingle, of Richmond, Va., con- 
tributed to the Presbyterian of the South three stimulating 
articles entitled: ‘‘The Bible in the Home,” “The Bible 
in the Hand,” and “The Bible in the Heart.” The titles of 
the articles by themselves are worthy of meditation. ; 
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The Philippine Agency—A Rapid Survey 


By Mrs. G. B. Cameron 


HE work of the Bible Society in the 
Philippine Islands is twofold. We have 

the usual work of the Bible Society which is 
distribution. In addition to that, since the 
Japanese earthquake, we do, by contract, our 
printing and manufacturing of dialect Bibles. 
Four years ago all our mats, plates, unbound 
stock and a larger order of Bibles were de- 
stroyed in Japan. It was more or less a simple

‘matter, up to that time, to write to Japan for 
“an order of Bibles to be bound up from our 
unbound stock, or printed from our plates 
stored there. After the first shock of the 
great loss, inquiries were made where we 
could get our Bibles. Japan was out of the 
question. China, we found, had more printing 
than could be handled there. So it was finally 
decided to undertake the work in Manila. The 
story of that long struggle for both printers 
and Secretary, in an entirely new undertaking, 
is apart from the present subject ; so, too, 15 
that of the seven revision committees and the 
replacing of our mats and plates. It is all 
grouped under one heading in the Society— 
that of rehabilitation. Except in the Ilocano 
Bible, which was delayed, we now have Bibles 
again in the seven main dialects, and daily the 
work of Bible making must go on in Manila. 

The other phase of our work is distribution. 

The aim of the Bible Society in the Philip- 
pines has been and is eventually to place a com- 
plete Bible in every home—which means plac- 
ing a Bible in every home from Northern Luzon 
to Southern Mindanao and Sulu and all the 
islands in between; in homes in the mountains, 
in the isolated valleys and in the great plains ; 
in the homes in the large islands like Luzon and 
_ the small ones like Corregidor and Coron.

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Take an example. The province of Panga- 
sinan has a population of about 800,000, or 
some 100,000 homes. A colporteur, working 
hard in and out of season, sunshine or rains 
and typhoons, every day in every year, would 
need fifteen years to visit all those homes. But 
we know it is not possible to work in this 
ceaseless way. So it would take at least twenty 
or twenty-five years. In the meantime children 
have grown up and new homes are established. 
It takes two or three calls at least to most homes 
to get.a Bible placed. So not one man or two 
or three can in a lifetime accomplish the work 
of the Society in Pangasinan alone, which 1S 
only about one-fifteenth of the entire field. 

We are accustomed to thinking of every 
church member having a Bible. Here many 
homes do not even have the cheapest Testa- 
ment, and, in some cases, members do not 
even have portions. In the Philippine Islands 
our men cannot simply offer a Bible and at 
once effect a sale to those who do not have. 
Outside of the church there is a strong feeling 
against the Bible, simply because it is Protes- 
tant. In one place a colporteur sold a portion 
to a young woman in the market place. She 
was standing looking at it, when an old woman 
came up exclaiming, “Protestants! Protes-

tants!” She snatched it out of the younger 
woman’s hands and dashed it to the ground. 
The great prejudice of the Roman influence 
against the Bible must be weakened. This is 
being done by Scripture leaflets, portions, and 
the influence of the workers themselves. 
In the southern islands the work is carried 
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on through the missionaries, who choose and 
direct their own man or, in most cases, two 
men, either on part or full-time basis. Some 
of the men are partly, some fully, paid by us, 
but are under missionary direction. Some 
work for the missionaries on a commission 
basis. The missionary is allowed ten to twenty 
per cent discount on his books, which discount 
is used to defray expenses that they have in 
handling Bibles and paying their men. All 
Bibles, however, must be sold at catalogue price. 
We have under this system, I think, eight men 
in the south, some of whom are pastors. 

At Jaro, in Iloilo, we have Mr. Aranata, a 
member of the «dlustrado 
class, working directly un- 
der the care of our office. 
He had an invalid wife, but 
showed a keen interest in 
Bible work and did what he 
could around home. One 
day we received word of 
the death of his wife, a let- 
ter from him asking to be 
put on as a regular colpor- 
teur. Not many of the idus- 
trado class would do this. 

Here on Luzon the work 
is handled differently, with 
the exception of the [locus 
country. There Christian 
mission workers and the 
United Brethren Church mission, under Mr. 
Widdoes, carry on the Bible work with their 
own workers, much as the work is done in the 
south. In Luzon we have had only three men 
acting as native colporteurs. 

There is old Balboa who has been with the 
Bible work many years, first under the British 
and Foreign Society arid, since then, under us. 
He acts now as station man. This duty con- 
sists of meeting all incoming and outgoing 
trains to sell portions, Testaments or Bibles. 
We have also Ocreto, who is sent to different 
sections as the need may arise. 

We are trying out, in Luzon, what is known 
as the China portion plan. Portions are sent 
to missionaries, pastors or church workers 
free, on condition that they will sell the por- 
tions in their districts to those they can reach. 
Portions must be sold, but the money is kept 
by the workers, and in some cases used in their 
church work. A report of sales must be sent 
to the office periodically. 


I have yet to mention two American colpor- 
teurs who, I think, should be of special interest, 
as they are both old soldiers—Mr. Stevens of 
Los Banos, and Mr. Ghent of Mindanao. 
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Mr. Stevens has been, for many years, a 
Christian worker and takes a keen interest in 
Bible work. He acts as traveling salesmans 
We have a colporteur truck and Mr. Stevens, 
with two or three native men and a driver, tour 
the country. They enter a town, divide the 
force, and quickly cover the town going from 
house to house with Bibles. Always, 11 pos- 
sible, they like to be near the schools when they 
dismiss, as they sell many portions to the school 
children and so reach the homes. He has asked 
for, and been given, the island of Luzon for 
his field. Of course, he can only work in the 
dry season. But he is doing a fine work. As

soon as the Ilocano Bible is finished, the truck 
will be sent to the [locus country for a time to 
aid the work there. Mr. Stevens and the truck 
are welcomed everywhere by Christian workers. 

Mr. Ghent, who lives in Momunga, tells 
us that for many years he lived anything but a 
good life. Reading a small portion one day he 
became converted, and has since tried in every 
way to do his share of the work. He finally 
came to us about 1924 and has been doing a 
wonderful but often heart-breaking and dis- 
couraging work, traveling from island to island 
or up and down the coast in small boats or 
bancas. Mr. Ghent is not only a colporteur, 
but an evangelist as well. 

In the course of the hospital portion work 
we have heard of many cases where the simple 
reading and study of a Gospel portion has been 
the means of changing a man’s life. In one 
case especially, a colporteur visiting a town in 
the south with Bibles was told of a village up 
in the interior where that book was much rever- 
enced. The colporteur hiked to the village 
spoken of, and sold his entire stock in a short 
time. He found that a patient had been given 
a Testament at the hospital in Bohol. The 
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atient took it home with him and organized 
le entire town as a congregation. There the 
‘estament was read to the people and worship 
onducted in true apostolic fashion. The col- 
orteur brought the self-constituted “elder” 
nd some others to Dr. Graham, where they 
vere cluly elected as elders and the church for- 
aally acknowledged. 

In connection with the general work you 
jay be interested in these figures for 1926: 


Bibles, 7,781; Testaments, 19,658; portions, 
91,347; making a total of 118,786. This was 
somewhat lower than that of 1925, the total of 
which was 125,493. One interesting feature in 
connection with sales is that the sale of English 
books is about one-third of the total sale. The 
new English-speaking generation of the Philip- 
pine Islands buy about one-third of our books. 
In some cases they will have a Bible in their 
own dialect as well.

FEBRUARY MEETING OF THE BOARD 
HE tenth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers in its one hundred and twelfth 
year was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, 
New York, on Thursday, February 2, 1928, at 
3:30 o’clock p. m., President E. Francis Hyde 
in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by As- 
sociate Secretary North. 

The minutes of the ninth stated meeting of 
the Board of Managers were approved. 

The death of Dr. Talcott Williams on Janu- 
ary 24th was reported and brief tributes were 
paid to him by Dr. Roscoe C. E. Brown, Presi- 
dent Hyde, General Secretary Haven, and 
Treasurer Darlington, emphasizing his wide 
interests and large services, and particularly his 
deep concern in the work of the American 
Bible Society. The President was requested 
to appoint a committee to prepare a memorial 
minute. 

On behalf of the committee appointed for the 
purpose, General Secretary Haven read the fol- 
lowing memorial minute on the Rev. William 
V. Kelley, D.D. 


The Rev. Dr. William Valentine Kelley died De- 
cember 14, 1927, at Maplewood, New Jersey, in his 
eighty-fifth year. 

Dr. Kelley was one of the most noted of the minis- 
ters of the Methodist Episcopal Church. He held 
conspicuous pastorates in four cities in New Jersey, 
in Philadelphia, Buffalo. New Haven, Middletown 
Conn., and Brooklyn, and had been for many years the 
editor of the Methodist Review, which is the theologi- 
cal review published by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and for which the editor is elected by the 
General Conference of the Church. Dr. Kelley was a 
leader in all the affairs of his denomination. He was a 
member of two or three General Conferences. He 
was a trustee of its oldest university at Middletown, 
Conn., and of its principal theological school in 
this region, Drew Theological Seminary, at Madison, 
N. J. He was a member of the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church. He 
became a member of the Board of Managers of the 
American Bible Society in May, 1898, by his appoint- 
ment to the Committee on Auxiliaries. In 1902, he 
was transferred to the Committee on Anniversaries, 
of which he later became chairman, and when it was 
discontinued he was transferred to the Committee on 
Versions in June, 1925. 

Dr. Kelley was born in Plainfield, New Jersey, the 
son of the Rev. Benjamin and Mrs. Eliza Valentine 
Kelley. He was educated at Pennington Seminary in 
New Jersey, and Wesleyan University. He later be- 
came professor of German, mathematics and natural 
science in Pennington Seminary. His alma mater 
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conferred upon him the degree of doctor of divinit 
and Dickinson College, a leading university in Penn 
sylvania, honored him with the degree of L.H.Dy 
Ohio Wesleyan of Delaware, Ohio, conferred u 
him the degree of doctor of laws, and his own colleg 
later gave him the degree of L.H.D. | ; 

Dr. Kelley married Miss Eliza Whiteman of Phila 
delphia in 1876. After her death, and for many year. 

he lived at the Hotel St. George, in Brooklyn. H 
was gifted socially and was an esteemed friend in th 
choicest circle in his own and other communities, no 
only in the metropolitan region, but in the university 
and college groups throughout the church. He wa 
a preacher of elegance and distinction and a writer 0 
unusual charm. For nearly thirty years he controll 
the editorial policy of the Methodist Review, and con 
tributed to it the choicest of editorial writings in addi 
tion to the rare and scholarly articles which he 
gathered together and published from month to month. 
Many of his articles and other writings have appeared 
in volumes which will be treasured by those wh 
possess them for their style and for their richness of 
thought and imagery. “My Gray Gull,” “Ripenin 
Experiences of Life,” “The Open Fire,” “The Fire- 
side,” “The Pilgrim of the Infinite,” and specially the 
fascinating volume on childhood entitled “With the 
Children in Lewis Carroll’s Company.” He travelled 
extensively in Europe. He lectured at theologicai 
schools, including Yale. For all his honors and his 
rare gifts he was a friend who held his friends in 
constant remembrance and ever stimulated them to 
highest endeavor. He was filled with hope, a conse- 
crated optimist who believed in the promises of the 
Holy Scriptures and the joy of the life here and of 
the life which is to come. He was another of those 
gifted souls whose fellowship with the American Bible 
Society are a tribute to its work throughout the 
world. )

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved. 

Mr. William A. Harbison was appointed a_ 
member of the Foreign Agencies Committee, _ 
and Mr. Edward S. Malmar was appointed on 
the Finance Committee. 

The Recording Secretary reported Mr. R. C. 
Tillinghast had accepted election as a Manager. 

General Secretary Haven presented a copy 
of the photographic reproduction of the Wash- 
ington manuscript of the Papyrus Minor 

Prophets and Berlin Genesis in Greek, together 
with a descriptive volume, both received from 
the University of Michigan. They were ac- 
cepted with the thanks of the Board. 

_The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of December, 1927: Brazil, 
853 volumes, valued at $466.28; Caribbean, 340 
volumes, valued at $190.67; Japan, 6 volumes, 
valued at $4.40; Mexico, 586 volumes, valued 
at $392.01; Philippines, valued at $12.34; 
Upper Andes, 39 volumes, valued at $60.11; 
total volumes, 1,824; total value, $1,125.81. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of December were 1,065,703 volumes.
